a ccident records do not tell the w'hole 
truth w^hen they show" only 15 per cent of 
motor accidents are attributable to me­ 
chanical failures. 
This engineer divided the element^ of 
sa fety into three: 
First, the 
engineer 
should ha ve a dequa te visibility , steering 
and decelera tion; second, he should be 
able to keep his wheels on the ground 
of his car; third, he should be able to 
give visual signals, should receive plenty 
of fresh air, 
should 
be 
comfortable, 
should be protected a ga inst fire, and in 
case of accident should be protected by 
the car body from injury as much as pos­ 
sible. 
Granting these factors, which plainly 
throw some responsibility on car ma nu­ 
facturers, it w"ill still be true tha t me­ 
chanical failures are 
genera lly 
due to 
neglect on the part of car owners. 
In

instances 
motorists 
will 
not 
< 
spend time and money to keep their cars 
in perfect running order; they w"ill trust 
to luck tha t a worn part will stand strain 
for another six months or so; they will 
fail to replace missing or broken parts 
the lack of w^hich does not prevent driv­ 
ing.

Whatev er role in fection plays In 
these cases, their is n o question 
of the physiologic chan ges in the 
tody. The patien ts frequen tly hav e 
a lowered metabolic rate. This is

on an d in dicates that chemical ex­ 
chan ges in the body are bein g car­ 
ried on at a lower rate than n or­ 
mal. The fires are

cates a lack of iron . 
That other chan ges occur in the 
blood is shown by the fact that
